In 1872, the Legislature of Illinois passed an 
act to prevent and punish gambling. The act 
was short, sharp, and decisive, as follows : 
Whoever keeps 8 common gaming-house, or, in any 
building, booth, yard, or garden, by him or his agent 


to be kept, any tables or other apparatus for 
pose of playing at any game or sport, for 
other valuable thing, shell, upon conviction, for 
first offense be fined not less than $100, and 
second offense be fined not less than $500, and

As the act of 1872 repealed all previous laws of 
this State on this subject, the gamblers of Chi- 


cago had high hopes that this law was so defee- 


tive that they would have unrestrained license 
to carry on their business. They argued, and 
were so advised by their lawyers, that to be a 
“keeper” of = common-gambling-house ro- 
quired that the person charged should be the 
owner, leasee, or proprietor, or interested in the 
profits of the business, and that no person hold- 
‘ing the relation of an employe or servant 
could be held to be the keeper. All that was 
necessary, then, to evade the law was to have 
the house operated by other persons than the 
owner, lessee, proprietor, or interested parties. 


It will be seen that the Supreme Court dis} 
poses of this doctrine very summarily. It de- 


clarés that the word Keeper does not neces- 
sarily imply either ownership or participation in 


the profits, and that it was sufficient that the 


charge of the gaming-houee, and of the gaming
